Serving every city on the Pacific Coast 
where important football games are 
played and backed by years of experience 
in handling large movements of football 
specials, our company is equipped to 
offer a standard of service second to 
none in comfort, speed and safety. Last 
year, for example, 135 special trains 
moved over our Lines in addition to many 
second sections of regular trains, trans- 
porting thousands of fans, none of whom 
missed the opening kickoff because of 
delays to train schedules. 

Through representatives assigned to 
keep in close touch with graduate man- 
agers and other officials, our Passenger 
Department works in close cooperation 
with the colleges and universities in ar- 
ranging schedules and ironing out all 
details for the handling of team and stu- 
dent special train movements. 

Except for cross-country movement 
where stopovers are necessary to permit 
an occasional limbering-up practice for 
the team, schedules are usually arranged 
on the fastest basis possible. Departures 
are often made from point of origin at the 
Jast feasible moment, with arrivals at 
destination on the morning of the game. 

Equipment requirements range from 
coaches and chair cars to exclusive room 
sleepers, for, in addition to providing ac- 
commodations for the team, band and 
other university organized units, there 
are others to be considered. These range 
from young “Joe College,’ whose require- 
ments for the trip are very simple due to 
a slight miscalculation in budgeting last

month’s allowance, to the alumnus of the 
class of '03 who prefers the seclusion of a 
comfortable drawing room, away from 
the crowd of merry-makers who throng 
the lounge cars, club cars, and dance and 
recreation cars that are usually included 
in the football specials’ consist. 

On team specials, the diner features 
training meals specially prepared for the 
football players in conformity to their 
training requirements, in addition to the 
regular select menus. Each meal is ar- 
ranged according to a menu furnished by 
the university prior to the start of the trip. 
Specially prepared table d’hote meals are 
also served occasionally to other groups. 

Trained passenger traffic experts ac- 
company all special train movements, as 
escorts to cooperate with the university 
leaders to render any assistance that may 
be required in connection with transpor- 
tation needs of every nature. 

Baggage, both checked and hand type, 
is generally handled in the regular 
routine way, but there are occasions 
when particular arrangements must be 
made for loading and unloading the 
team’s baggage, such as spotting bag- 
gage cars; in other cases, special checking 
arrangements are necessary so that pas- 
sengers can be relieved of their baggage 
upon arrival at destination, enabling them 
to proceed direct to the stadium. 

Games which involve California, Stan- 
ford and U.S.C. are productive of the 
largest volume of long-haul traffic. For 
example, U.S.C. will make three trips 
this season, the first to Berkeley to play 
California on October 28, when seven 
special trains are anticipated to handle 
the team and students; second, to Port- 
land the following week to play Oregon 
State, and third, leaving on November 20 
for the annual clash with Notre Dame at 
South Bend, Indiana. California journeys 
to Los Angeles to meet U.C.L.A. an No- 
vember 4, plays Oregon State at Corvallis 
on November 18, and is scheduled against 
Georgia Tech at Atlanta, Ga, on De-

The majority of the games also involve 
the movement of considerable local traf- 
fic, the Stanford-Californid Big Game 
and the St. Mary’s-Santa Clara “‘little 
Big Game” being outstanding in this 
respect. When the Stanford-California 
game is played at Palo Alto, as it is this 
year, SP prepares to accommodate a peak 
of 25,000 passengers from San Francisco 
and Oakland. This involves the setting up 
of about 24 local special trains to sup- 
plement the numerous regular trains. 
The St. Mary's-Santa Clara game brings 
in thousands to San Francisco from 
nearby cities, and both football classics 
attract many from distant points.

transportation of commodities more 
cheaply and efficiently than can be done 
by other means of land transportation has 
once more been proven by Southern Pa- 
cific and recognized by the State of 
California. 

Southern Pacific has just completed 
another of the special and unusual moves 
for which our transportation service has 
become nationally famous, oamely the 
mass movement of all of the office furni- 
ture and office equipment, amounting to 
about 500,000 pounds, together with the 
transportation of the personnel, of the 
State Relief Administration from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles. 

From the standpoint of railroad service

roads and truck lines to quote their figures 
and submit guarantee of performance. 

After careful’ consultation with our 
operating officials and officiais of the 
Pacific Motor Trucking Company, South- 
ern Pacific submitted a bid which proved 
to be the only railroad quotation. When 
the bids were opened in the office of the 
purchasing agent of the SRA August 5 
the bid of SP was found to be lower than 
the next lowest bid submitted by a com- 
bination of truck operators, resulting in 
a substantial saving of transportation 
cost to the State. As negotiations pro- 
ceeded, it finally developed that rail ser- 
vice via SP was the only transportation 
service upon which the State of Cali- 
fornia could safely rely to actually make 
good on a promise to pick the equipment 
up at San Francisco at the close of busi- 
ness at G pm on Thursday, Sept. 28, and 
have all equipment placed in the proper 
location in the new building at Los An- 
geles ready for work on Monday, Oct. 2. 

On this combination of factors, namely, 
the lowest cost and the best and most de- 
pendable service offered, Southern Pa- 
cific was awarded the contract. 


Lowest Hate Clause 


Railroads have long contended that 
they can profitably give the public better 
Jong haul mass transportation service 
cheaper than this service can be provided 
by other land transportation agencies, and 
in California on these representations the 
railroads have been trying to have re- 
moved from the statute books certain 
sections in the Public Utilities Act which 
have been interpreted as meaning that a 
railroad cannot make a rate for a long 
haul transportation move based on its 
own cost of performing this service but 
that instead, if truck operators are able 
to show that their costs are higher, rail- 
toad rates must be held to a minimum of 
truck costs, thereby depriving the public 
of the benefit of the lowest rate that can 
profitably be offered by the railroads. 

It is extremely gratifying to the rail- 
roads that the State of California has 
recognized the correctness of the rail- 
roads’ stand on this rate making principle 
and has taken advantage of the saving in 
transportation cost and the better service 
that can be offeted by railroads for long 
haul movements by awarding this contract 
to Southern Pacific. 

Southern Pacific employed as sub-con- 
tractors at San Francisco the Bekins Van 
and Storage Company which started 
moving and loading operations promptly 
at 6 p.m. Thursday, Sept. 28, after the last 
State employe had left the building. Cars 
were loaded all during the night and 
shortly after noon the next day departed 
for Los Angeles in @ special train which 


reached its destination Saturday after- 
noon. Pacific Motor Trucking Company 
immediately began unloading and de- 
livery operations and by 21 a.m. Sunday 
all equipment had been delivered to the 
new SRA headquarters in Los Angeles, 
While the freight traffic people were 
working out the details and handling the 
freight movement, passenger traflic repre- 
sentatives perfected arrangements for 
moving the personnel so they would be 
ready for work in Los Angeles Monday. 


Operating Results 


ror the cight months ended August 
31, 1939, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $137,590,384, or 
$9,431,535 more than the revenues for 
the same 1938 period, a 7% increase. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $103,862,401, 
or $612,024 under expenses for the same 
period of 1938, a decrease of 1%. 

After deducting tax accruals of $12,- 
105,700, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$7,577,872, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $14,044,411, or a 
gain of $9,749,430 compared with the 
net railway operating income for the same 
period of 1938. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and cquip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
seven months ended July 31, 1939, the 
income from all sources was not sufficient 
to cover the fixed charges, and the final 
result was a Net Loss of $2,056,136, 
which compares with a net loss of $11,- 
612,034 for the first seven months of 
1938. No dividends have been paid since 
January, 1932. The final results for the 
eight months period of 1939, not avail- 
able as the Bulletin goes to press, will be 
shown next issue.

SHASTA DAM FORCES RAILROAD TO MOVE 


Thirty-seven Miles of Line in Sacramento River 
Canyon Relocated to Make Way for Giant Project 


ALONG the slopes of the Sacramento 
River Canyon in northern Califor- 
nia, in the rugged timber-covered country 
known as the “Shasta Wonderland,” the 
breath-taking scenery is undergoing vast 
alteration. 

At a point about 14 miles north of 
Redding, near Coram on the Sacramento 
Division, dynamite blasts and huge earth- 
gouging mechanisms are ripping away 
tons of countryside, preparatory to laying 
the foundation for one of the largest 
dams in the world; while farther up the 
canyon a series of tunnels is being bored 
through the hills and tons of earth are 
being dumped into deep ravines to serve 
as grading for the relocation of 37 miles 
of Southern Pacific's northern route 
which now lies in the path of the reser- 
voir the dam will create. 

Shasta Dam, which derives its name 
from majestic Mt. Shasta, plainly visible 
at 65 miles distant, is slated to play the 
leading role in one of the greatest recla- 
mation dramas of history, the Central 
Valley Water Project, which will provide 
the solution to an irrigation problem of 
almost 70 years’ standing. A $36,000,000 
general labor contract for construction of 


Shasta Dam and power plant was 
awarded in July, 1938. 

As early as 1871 irrigation engineers 
began searching for surplus water sources 
to serve the dry areas of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys. Many irrigation 
projects, large and small, had developed 
these valleys from the grain and cattle 
ranch stages into a rich agricultural re- 
gion. But gravity irrigation did not ex- 
tend far enough into these fertile valleys 
and in dry years there was insufficient 
water, so that this method was supple- 
mented to a large extent with pumps. As 
a result, cultivation of the soil spread 
rapidly, diminishing the underground 
water supply to such a degree that large 
acreages, particularly in the San Joaquin 
Valley, were being abandoned. 


Marshall Plan of ‘19 


In 1919 Colonel R. B. Marshall, an en- 
ginecr in the U. §. Geodetic Service at 
Washington, conceived a plan to irrigate 
these valleys by a series of dams and 
canals. Among those who were decply 
impressed with the “Marshal! Plan” was 
Southern Pacific's Vice President—the 
late E. O. McCormick. Widespread 


publicity and the efforts of those who 
foresaw its effect on California's agricul- 
tural future resulted in the state legis- 
lature appropriating money to investigate 
the feasibility of the plan. 

Under supervision of the state engi- 
neer, a number of locations were ex- 
plored for possible dam sites, the first 
being in Iron Canyon on the Sacramento 
River between Redding and Red Bluff; 
then another, farther up the river near 
the old mining town of Kennet, was 
selected and from this location the dam 
project took its original name. Later in- 
vestigation, made three miles south of 
Kennet and one mile north of Coram, re- 
sulted in the discovery of a very solid 
rock formation suitable for the construc- 
tion of a dam of the magnitude proposed. 
This site was finally selected and in the 
fall of 1927 Commissioner John C. Page 
of the U. S. Bureau of Reclamation of- 
ficially dedicated it as “Shasta Dam.” 

Ranking in size with Boulder Dam on 
the Colorado River, and the Grand 
Coulee Dam now under construction on 
the Columbia River in the state of Wash- 
ington, Shasta Dam will rise to a height 
of 500 feet above present low stream level

and 560 feet above lowest foundation, 
or nearly one-third more than the height 
of San Francisco's tallest skyscrapers. Its 
length along the crest will be 3500 
feet, equal to about eight ordinary city 
blocks; top width will be 37 feet, includ- 
ing a 30-foot roadway and two side- 
walks. It will be a so-called “gravity 
type" massive masonry structure slightly 
curved in plan, built in blocks approxi- 
mately 50 ft. x 50 ft, and when com- 
pleted will contain about 5,700,000 
cubic yards of concrete. It will be the 
highest overflow dam in the world, water 
passing over the spillway at its center 
having a drop of 480 feet, or about three 
times the height of Niagara Falls. 

Controlling the run-off from about 
6650 square miles of mountain water- 
sheds drained by the upper Sacramento 
River and its tributaries, chief of which 
are the McCloud and Pit Rivers, Shasta 
Dam will create a great artificial lake 46 
square miles in area and 35 miles in 
Jength at maximum level, with a shore 
line 750 mites long. Before the water 
backs up from the dam to fill this tre- 
mendous reservoir, it must be cleared of 
alf timber, brush and debris, a job which 
is now being done by the CCC. 

At the dam site, the Sacramento River 
has a mean annual run-off of 6.4 million 
acre-feet, practically all of which is now 
being wasted into the sea. By diminishing 
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the flow during flood times and increas- 
ing it during the dry months, additional 
flood protection will be furnished to 
large portions of the Sacramento Valley 
in one instance and sufficient water for 
irrigation purposes will be provided both 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys 
in the other, Fresh water will be fur- 
nished for industrial, municipal and 
agricultural use in the upper San Fran- 
cisco Bay arca, pushing back the ocean 
tides at the delta mouth and flushing out 
the destructive sea salt. A hydro-electric 
power plant located downstream from 
the dam will develop annually about 144 
billion kilowatt hours of electricity. 


Big Freight Movement | 


All permanent materials for the con- 
struction of the dam and power plant 
will be supplied by the government, 
whereas plant supplies and other ma- 
terials are furnished by the contractor. 
Together, these include an estimated 1250 
tons of explosives, 1,200,000 tons of ce- 
ment, 12,000 tons of gates and machinery, 
14,000 tons of conduit and pipe, 7,000 
tons of electric machinery, 25,000 tons 
of hardware and tools and 60 million 
board feet of lumber for forms. Practi- 
cally all materials will move via Southern 
Pacific to Coram thence to the dam site. 
At present the movement is very light, 
but when excavation has been completed 


and concrete placement begins early in 
1940, shipments will increase consider- 
ably, reaching a peak in 1942 when, it is 
anticipated, more than 200 carloads of 
materials will be delivered daily to the 
job. 

The building of Shasta Dam involves 
a major supplemental construction job 
in the required relocation of Southern 
Pacific's present main line arouad the 
reservoir. The thirty-seven miles of track 
from Redding to Delta now follows 
closely along the banks of the Sacramento 
River and approximately 20 miles of it 
northward from the dam will be resting 
at the bottom of the reservoir. The relo- 
cation job, a large and notable construc- 
tion undertaking in itself, will cost about 
$17,500,000. 

Original reconnaissance sutveys for 
the relocation were made by the State in 
1925 and in 1930 a preliminary survey 
was run by the U. S. Army Engineers. In 
January 1935, the legislature appropri- 
ated funds for an additional survey, 
which was made by Southern Pacific 
Company under a contract with the Di- 
vision of Water Resources, and was di- 
tected by J. A. Given, Southern Pacific 
division engineer, Shasta District, and 
Russell Chase, veteran locating engineer. 
Complete plans and estimates of cost 
were prepared and a draft of agreement 
between the Company and the United

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States covering the proposed relocation 
was submitted to the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion. The final contract was executed in 
September 1938. 

The agreement provides for the con- 
struction of a new railroad to replace the 
existing line at the entire expense of the 
United States. All construction is to be 
handled by the United States except the 
faying of ties and rails and the installa- 
tion of an electric signal and block sys- 
tem, which work will be done by South- 
ern Pacific. 

Alternately skirting the westerly and 
easterly sides of the river at an eleva- 
tion greater than the present line, the new 
line will be 30 miles long. As it leaves 
Redding at an elevation of 550 feet above 
sea level it will cross the Sacramento 
River on a high steel bridge, ascend in a 
northeasterly direction on a ruling grade 
of 0.9% until summit is reached at the 
head of O'Brien Creek, 18 miles from 
Redding at an elevation of 1,220 feet. 
From there it will descend on a ruling 


grade of 0.5% to the point where it joins 
the present line one mile west of Delta 
at an elevation of 1,120 feet. 


Unusual Bridge 


This 30-mile stretch of road will be 
pieced together by eight steel bridges 
with a combined length of more than 244, 
miles and twelve tunnels with a total 
length of more than 314 miles. One of 
the bridges, located at the confluence of 
the McCloud and Pit rivers and crossing 
the latter, will be a combination rail and 
highway bridge, a two-deck structure 
with the railroad on the lower deck. 
More than a half-mile in length and 500 
feet high, it will be the tallest railroad 
bridge in the world. A unique feature, 
however, is that while this bridge will 
be the world’s tallest from foundation to 
deck it will be only about 35 feet above 
water level when the reservoir has been 
filled, 

Construction of the new line involves 
about 514 million cubic yards of exca- 


vation, placing of 297,000 cubic yards 
of concrete in tunnel lining, bridges and 
drainage structures; erection of over 
29,000 tons of bridge steel; placing of 
approximately 120,000 cross ties and 
1,500,000 board feet of bridge and switch 
ties; laying of 8,300 gross tons of steel 
rails and 4,000 tons of rail fittings and 
accessories, 

‘As with the existing line, the new 
line will be single track railroad although 
the foundations of certain structures are 
being built in such a manner that double 
tracking may be accomplished at some 
later time, Instead of automatic block 
signals, the new railway will be equipped 
with centralized train control, a recently 
developed method of controlling traffic 
which is designed to greatly increase the 
traffic capacity of a single track line. 

It is estimated that the dam will be 
completed fate in 1943, and that service 
over the new line will commence in 
September 1941. 


Shrinking the Continent py speeding up its 
freight as well as its passenger service has become one 
of Souther Pacific's noteworthy undertakings, as indicated 
in the sketches below, showing a comparison of 1914 and. 
1999 transcontinental freight service, based upon an identi- 
cal firm’s movement in which Southern Pacific was the de- 
livering carrier. The comparison shows that the 1939 aver- 
age is 5.6 days faster per shipment, which means that a 


38.4 per cent reduction in average transit time has been 
achieved. Interesting to note is the jact that in the year 
1914 the minimum number of days in which shipments 
reached destination was greater than the maximum num- 
ber of days in 1939. This speed-up in the movement of 
these particular shipments is indicative of the progressive 
strides SP has made in shortening freight schedules on 
perishables, merchandise freight and other commodities.

Pacific Lines Potatres on the Move 


OVEMENT of potato crops at 

various points on SP lines is now 
under way, while the season in other 
sections has been brought to a close. 
Estimates point to a very satisfactory 
year for SP from the standpoint of ton- 
nage shipped by rail. 

Harvesting began in the Stockton Delta 
region during the summer and shipping 
will continue until February. Southern 
Pacific will haul a substantial share of an 
estimated yield of 9,000 cars from about

13,000 acres planted in this famous 
potato growing area of the San Joaquin 
Valley. 

The fall and winter harvest in the 
Klamath Fails section of Oregon is ex- 
pected to yield about 9,000 cars, with SP 
getting the major portion of the haul. 
The Edison-Acvin-Algoso district in Kern 
County produced 4,132 carloads ducing 
May, June and July. 

Two new sections—Tehachapi Valley 
and Owens Valley—on the San Joaquin 
Division came into quantity production 
this season after successful experiments 
last year. A total of 2,200 acres in the 
Tehachapi area is expected to yield about 
750 cars, with about 700 cars coming 
from the Owens Valley region, which is 
served by the company’s narrow gauge 
line coanecting with the Owenyo Branch. 
Narrow gauge box cars move the pota- 
toes into Owenyo, where they are trans- 
ferred to standard gauge refrigerator 
cars. Tatum Bros. at Laws, and Bidart 
Bros. at Monola are the principal ship- 
pers from the Owens Valley sector. Five 
new potato packing houses have been 
built on the SP right-of-way at Tehachapi 
by the Golden Ranch Produce Co., 
Kirschenmann & Jacobsen, Emil Kirs- 
chenmann, A. H. Mettler, and Cummings 
Valley Farming Co.

Ad- 
ditional heating facilities are being in- 
stalled, and Iunch counter service will be 
provided, Work on the station is expected 
to be completed in the middle of No- 
vember. 

Revised week-end train schedules have 
not been announced as yet, but they will 
provide for arrivals and departures at 
hours most convenient for passengers, at 
the same time affording a maximum 
amount of time in which to enjoy their 
outing. Special teains will carry baggage 
cars equipped with ski racks, and will 


offer other special conveniences which 
will be announced later. 

Everything possible is being done by 
the Company to promote interest in the 
Donner-Summit country, not only as a 
week-end winter playground, but as a 
vacation resort as well, and employes can 
do their part by reminding their friends 
of the advantages of going there by train.

The general acitude of Congress has been can- 
structive, So has the general attitude of railroad 
employes, One of the nation’s largest farm organi- 
zations has gone on record in favor of these laws, 


‘The opposition has come largely from groups 
with special interests, who contend dhat the 
changes proposed would be unfair to other forms 
of transportation,

What is unfair about asking a whole industry to 
abide by the same rules?

What other form of transportation does these 
three things? 


River barges and boats operate over channels 
provided for them with taxpayers’ tmoncy at a 
cost of from $100,000 to a quarter of a million 
dollars per mile—several times what it costs a 
railroad to build an average mile of line, 


And these channels arc maintained at an annual 
fost to taxpayers which far exceeds the cost to 
railroads of maintaining an average mile of rail- 
road, Barges and boate pay nothing for the use 
of these channels, 


Commercial carriers on the highways do pay 
something toward the cost of the roads they use 
—but they use the same roads as 25,000,000 pas- 
senger cars whose owners pay most of the cost of 
building and maintaining the highways, 


This is said not in criticism but as a fact which 
has a bearing on the competition the railroads are 
called on to meet, 


So we come back to the basic question: Is it fair 
to ask part of an industry to work under rules 
which do not apply to all parts alike? 
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
